Morin oredicts it will 
be three weeks for r.’ne 
olanninq board to 
aoorove the revised 
buildina clans and one 
week to orocess the 
oaoer work after that. 
Powers commented on 
the comoletion date 
sayinq, " T. f (R.M. 
Rouleau, Inc.) starts 
in a week or two it 
will be comoleted on 
time." On time meaning 
construction comoleted 
in mid to late August 
with the buildina 
being occuoied by the 
school ooenina of 
Rent.

Assistant Princinal 
Neil Shapiro said that the 
committee is still workinq on 
the areas of "aopealalile" 
and " non-aopealable" 
absences, field trios, cuts, 
and the handling of missed 
classes because of science 
labs. 

Committee members are 
Mrs. Estaver, Mrs. Perry, 
Mr. Simmons, and Mrs. 
Reeves. Mr. Nilson and Mrs. 
Parmelo are alternates to 
the committee. 

No drastic chanqes are 
exoectea in the "new" or 
revised attendance oolic y. 
One orooosed change is the 
use of the terms 
"aooealable" and 
"non-apoealable" instead of 
excused and unexcu9ed for 
the description cf absences. 

Another area of concern 


is the counting of field trios 
as absences. Many teachers 
feel that these functions are 
school related so they should 
not count in on the students 
absence total. On the other 
side of the coin a number of 
teachers think that seeing 
the student is able to 
compile twenty absences, 
where as schools like Dover 
allow only thirteen, field 
trips should count as 
excused absences. 

Oyster River Freshman 
Lee Rim bach stated her 
opinion saying, "they are 

beneficial and educational 
experiences, and shouldn't 
be counted against the 
student." 

Committee member and 
English teacher, Debbie 
Estever said, "the odlicy 
needs to be expressed 
differently." She also voiced 
that more make-uo chances 
are needed for missed 
dashes due to day long 
absences, labs and field 
trios. Many people support 
t)us idea and we can look 
for a structured make-up 
time stated as part of the 
new oolicy. r,

CAST OF SEVENTY 
LARGEST IN YEARS

The lights dimmed, 
leaving the staqe black, save 
for the sliqh t illumination of 
some orchestra pit liqhts. 
Everyone in the room; cast, 
crew, orchestra, and 
audience, a waitinq the 
starting downbeat. The 
down teat given, the gang war 
started, which - was the 
opening scene of "West Side 
Story", this year' s choice for 
tlie h isrh school musical. 

With a cast of about 75, 
a 14 piece orchestra, and 
a crew of about seven, all 
working together at the same 
time, you would be suorised 
at tiie fact that they pulled 
it off. 

But they did even more 
than that, making it rise uo 
to being one of the 
drama/music department's 
better musicals. 

Perfecting the final 
product, however, was not 
easy. 

^ o r one thing, the 
orchestra was about one 
quarter the size of what 
would be needed to olay all 
of the oarts. They mae up for 
this by having Susan R idell. 
olaying a full score on the 
oiano, while the rest was 


being added on a Yamaha 
synthesizer, played by either 
Dave Ervin or Jason Ca rr(who 
also played th e part of 
officer Kruokie). Little 
recorded bits of the actual 
show(with a jukebox as cover) 
were also used to make uo 
for our lack of 
instru mentation. 

The lighting, being an 
area on which Mr. Denson 
outs a lot of emphasis, proved 
to be a major asset to this 
show, since, afte rail, it was 
die only thing, besides the 

small amount of sets, thet 
gave a sense of location on 
the "stage". Most of the 
lighting and tech equip ment 
had to be rented, so that 
there would be enouoh to 
Tight the whole gym. I 
managed to net a look at the 
light crew's setup during one 
of the intermissions. They had 
more dimmers and switches 
than all of their fingers and 
toes added, to be resoonsable 
for switching at the riaht 
ti ines. After seeing this, I 
watched the work of the 
lighting crew with more 
attenti veness as tee showings 
progressed; and, to say the 
least, I was impressed. 

So there you have it. A 
high school musicaldone with 
such tact and cleanliness that 
it looked, and felt, 
professional. And what did it 
take? A lot of hard work, and 
a lot of oeoole. $ *•
